SCHEDULE T, 

For the purpose of enforcing the law, tVie field pEirsoiinel 
of the Department is divded into three classes as follows : 
Regular SnporvisorSj Auditors and Wrecking Crews. 

Supervisors— 

^Sllpervisors enforce the license provision of the law; check 
the stock of retail dealers to see that all liquor is stamped ; 
regulate licensed places; liandle excise stamps in the branch 
offices; apprehend violators for selling illegal whiskey and for 
operating without a license. 

Auditors — 

Auditors make regular audits of all maiiufaeturerSj whole* 
salers and distributors of beverages of all classes. Audits are 
made from the companys' records mid compared with reports 
filed with the Department, and any discrepancies found are 
corrected by them at once. 

Wrecking Orewst — 

Wrecking Crews^ so termed because they are particularly 
concerned with the destruction of ^ * moonshine ' ' stills ami 
transportation of ‘"moonshine” whiskey^ work with the Fed- 
eral Alcohol Tax Unit Agents in nearly all instances, 

GeneraJ^ — 

Through vigorous eiforts of all employees of this Depart^ 
ment, and with the cooperation of the Federal Government, 
Sheriffs, Constables, and Police Officers of this state, the re^ 
suits shown on the two schedules folloAving have been 
aceoraplished. 

Feeling that through the manufacture, transportation and 
sale of ‘"moonshine” whiskey the state is losing revenne, 
which would go to old age pensions, the blind, and needy 
and dependent children, the Department will make certain 
recommendations to the Legislature, which it believes will put 
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more teeth in tlie law and give it, as well as other state oMeers, 
more power to prevent the traffic in illegal liquor. 

By reviewing Schedule V it may be seen that by the ap- 
prehension of law violators this Department has caused to he 
paid to the various Fine and Forfeiture Funds of the eoiinties 
and cities where the cases were tried, the sum of $45,328.00 
during 1938.
